CHIEF CONTINUES 


HIS EXPLORATION 


WAIGN IN 


Carleton, of Evansville, in 
Strong Defense of Wil- 
son's Stand. 


Will Not Return to Civili- 
zation During Present 
Season. 


Nome, Alaska, Aug. 16.—Six members 
of the Viihjalmur Stefansson Arctic ex- 
pedition, who arrivod here yesterday on 
the power scJiooner Alaska, today 
re- 
lated 
their 
experiences 
in 
the 
Polar 
regions during the last three years. They 
Siad Stefansson, 
who 
remained in tlie 
Arctic to continue his work of exploring 
newly discovered land north of Prince 
Patrickland. probably would not return 
to civilization during the present season. 


The party aboard the Alaska was iin- 
der Dr. Rudolph Anderson, Stefansson's 
chief subordinate who had been ex])ior- 
ing and charting the coast line bordering 
Union and Dolphin straits and the CWo- 
Bation gulf region far east of the mouth 
of the Mackenzie river. 


All of the party which lefi here on the 
Alaska in July, 1913, returned, with the 
exception of Daniel Blue, engineer who 
died at Bailey island in May, 1915. 
The 
members of tlie part}' here are Dr. An- 
derson, J. J. O'Xeill, geologist; John IL 
Cox, surveyor; Dr. jenness, anthropolo- 
gist; J. Johnson, oceanographer and en- 
tomologist, and George Wilkins, photog- 
rapher. 
The schooner 
was under the 
command 
of 
Captain 
Sweeney, 
wlio 
joined the expedition 
while it was iu 
Arctic waters. 


Enjoy Long Experience. 


The entire party was in good physical 
condition and expressed 
themselves as 
having enjoyed their long experience in 
the Arctic 
despite the many hardships 
encountered in a land so remote from 
ciivilization. 


Most of the time since the spring of 


1914 the party has been in quarters at 
Bernard harbor on Coronation gidf, east 
of the Mackenzie river, one of the least 
known sections of the habitable earth. 


The last member of the party to see 
Stefansson was the photographer, Wil- 
kins, who was 
one of tliose who de- 


E 
arted from the ill-fated Karluk shortly 
efore that vessel was carried away in 
the grip of the northern ice in the fall 
of 1913 and later crushed near Herald 
island. 
Wilkins 
was with Stefansson 
fest 
winter, having 
rejoined him lust 
Vear. 
After s))ending some time with 
che Stefansson party. Wilkins made the 
trip over the ice to Coronation gulf and 
"oined the Anderson party. 


Did Most of Scientific Work. 


Most of the scientific work of the ex- 
pedition has been 
carried on by this 
bratich of the party. 
The first winter 
ifter leaving Nome, the ])arty spent at 
Maning Point, near Samden bay, aft->r 
having failed to find a passage through 
the heavy ice to the eastward. 
The fol- 
lowing spring Dr. Anderson proceeded to 
the eastward and 
reached 
Coronation 
gulf during the suinmor of 1914. 
Quar- 
ters wliicli were estaV)lished in Beniaid 
harbor, became the base of the expedi- 
tion's work. 
The summer and winter of

were 
spent 
in 
scientific 
labors 
around Coronation gulf. 
Tlie party left 
Coronation gulf for Bering .sea, in June 
of this year, and the southward passage 
was

A Second Greenland. 


Mr. W ilkins learned from Stefansson 
that tlie new liind 
which the explorer 
discovered may be described as a second 
Greenland. 
Up to the time that Stef.TJis- 
Bon left the new land, after his memor- 
able trip acro.^s 
the 
frozen sea with 
Storker S. Storker.son and Ole Anderson, 
the explorer traced about 200 miles of 
its shore line and found high mountains 
upon it. 
Mr Wilkins says it was Stef- 
ansson's intention to return to the new 
land last spring to continue the work of 
Exploration. 


The Alaska brings about thirty tons of 
Epecimens gathered during 
the 
j'ears 
spent in the north, 
in 
addition to a 
mass of data of great value from scien-

standpoint.

House Agrees to Senate 
Plan for 157 Warships 
in Three'Years. 


BIG TASK BEFORE 


NAVAL OFFICERS 


Largest Single Naval Bill 
Ever Passed by Any 
Nation. 


Washington, Aug. 16.—!<aval officers 
virtually 
had 
before them 
today 
the 
task of carrying out the largest program 
for building warships ever adopted with 
a single appropriation bj' any nation. 


Although 
technically 
not 
completed, 
the naval bill, carrying 
$315,800,000, 
has been approved in its main provisions 
by congress and was in the hands of a 
conference committee only to settle mi- 
nor differences between the house and 
senate on navy-j-ard appropriations. 


Anticipating speedy disposition of the 
remaining questions, the navy 
depart- 
m a i t already had. begun plans for put- 
ting into effect provisions of the 
big 
building policy and increased personnel 
features 
approved 
yesterday 
by 
the 
house. , The senate's building program 
was ratified by a vote of 28 to 51, and 
the personnel increase by a viva voce 
vote. 
Senate 
increases 
in 
appropria- 
tions for navy yards were disagreed to 
and it was voted to send the bill back 
to conference for determination of these 
points. 


Early Agreement Likely. 


Indications today were that the con- 
ferees would reach an early agreement 
on the questions still in* discussion and 
that the bill would be laid before Pres- 
ident Wilson for his approval in a few 
days. 


Increases written into the bill by the 
senate and approved by the house pro- 
vide for the construction of 157 
war 
vessels within the next three years and 
an enlisted strength of 74,000 men. 


Secretary Daniels issued a statement 
pointing out t h i t the building authori- 
zations in the bill were the greatest ever 
passed in any country and would give 
the United States, in the opinion of na- 
val authorities, the second largest navy 
in the world. 
He declared the measure 
'so complete and nearly pcrfect that it 
will stand as a model for all navy bills 
for future legislators" 


Vote Nonpartisan. 
The vote by which the lunise accepted

Will Receive Big Committee. 


The president today

when he will receive the general com- 
mittee of 640 brotherhood workmen m 
the east room of the white house. 


Negotiations for the settlement of the 
difficulties were temporarily halted to- 
day while the members of the general 
committee in New 
York, representing 
the employes, took under discussion the 
results of the conference of the last two 
days at the white house between Pres- 
ident Wilson and committees of railroad 
managers and the workmen. 
The pres- 
ident had the forenoon today filled with 
engagements with senators and repre- 
sentatives who have been pressing to see 
him, but whom he has put off because 
of consideration of the railroad situa- 
tion. 


No engagements for the managers or 
employes had been made early 
t ^ a y , 
but the managers' committee held itself 
in readiness to go to the white house 
when summoned. 
W, S. Carter, one of 
the brotherhood heads, was in New York 
conferring with the general committee 
of employes. 
A tentative proposal for 
trying out the eight-hour day for six 
months was among the suggestions un- 
der consideration. 


Hope Still Exists. 
For the time being the situation was 
at a deadlock, but administration offi- 
cials hoped that a groundwork had been 
established for future negotiations which 
might avert a general railroad strike. 
Judge William L. Chambers, 
commis- 
sioner of the federal board of mediation 
and conciliation, was in communication 
this morning with the white house and 
with 
the 
representatives 
of

sides, and it was expected that the pres- 
ident might see the committee of man- 
agers late today. 


In 
the 
meantime 
the 
president, 
through Judge William L. Chambers, of 
the federal board of mediation and con- 
ciliation, will keep in close touch with 
the representatives of both sides.

agers' committee, but it is probable that 
the president will see them some time 
tomorrow.

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The Greater Navy 
Plan 


The action of the house of representatives in approving the 
administration plan for a greater navy marks an important legislative 
step that is outstanding in many ways. It not only provides for the 
construction of a total of 157 warships of all classes during the next 
three yeiirs, but its effect will be to put the United States navy second 
in rank among the navies of the nations of the world. 
The vote by 
which it was approved—263 to 51—makes it clear, also, that the ac- 
tion is non-partisan in character, for a vast majority of both demo- 
crats and republicans gave sanction to the measure, as did also the 
lone socialist member of the house. 


This demonstration of the depth to which the preparedness idea 
has taken hold of the people is impressive in its character. 
Moreover, 
the building up of a greater navy is likely to win approval w^here pro- 
posal for similar increase in army equipment would encounter strenu- 
ous and well-grounded opposition. 
Practically the entire possibility 
of attack upon the United States lies over-seas. 
Again and again, 
it has been pointed out, naval defense is a first requisite in any sys- 
tem of preparedness that could hope to prove effective. 
The new 
naval bill provides this in so large a measure that no criticism of 
inadequacy can lie against it. The job has been thoroughly done, and 
the manner of its doing cannot fail to attract impressive attention 
from other nations. It will serve as a powerful restraining influence, 
and while it is undoubtedly going to cost a pretty penny, it may be 
worth it. To have provided the largest single appropriation for naval 
defense ever made by any nation in the world, is enough to cause even 
ourselves as well as the other fellows to gasp a bit in astonishment at 
the magnitude of the achivement. It marks the virtual completion of 
the program of national defense, and support of it has been so gen- 
eral that there can be little doubt but that it reflects the ideas and 
responds to the views of the country in general as to national duty 
in this regard. 


President Wilson has given his veto to the suggestion that he 
make a stumping tour of the country in the interest of his re-election, 
holding that such performance would be wholly out of keeping with 
the dignity of the exalted place he occupies. The president may make 
a few addresses in acceptance of definite invitations to do so, but he 
will not be seen trooping the country in any expedition, the manifest 
purpose of which is to gain votes. AVe think, he is correct in his con- 
clusion. Presidential precedents arc not regarded so sacredly in these 
later days as was the case aforetime, but President Wilson may safely 
rest his case with public opinion. Victory will come without an un- 
seemly scramble for popular favor that capitalizes the placing of the 
president on public exhibition and hopes to benefit by the gratifica- 
tion of idle public curiosity to catch a new glimpse of an eminent man. 


A Lafayette man is complaining to the Detroit police that he has 
been fleeced out of some $15,000 in a race swindle which seems to have 
been operated with neatness and dispatch in the Michigan metropolis. 
It appears there is still now and then an Indiana man whom it is un- 
safe to trust away from home with money in his pocket. 
Since we 
know how much the Lafayette man lost in dallying with fickle for- 
tune, it would be interesting to have some information as to the pre- 
cise sum he intended to win if he had succeeded in the uncertain relax- 
ation of beating the other fellow \s game. 


The opening of the democratic state campaign in Fort Wayne 
next Saturday is attracting the widest attention all over Indiana, aiid 
the Robison park gathering promises to mark a ncAv high spot in 
party interest and party enthusiasm. 
The attendance will be largo 
and representative, and the keynote utterance of Mr. Adair, the dem- 
ocratic nominee for governor, as well as the addresses of other prom- 
inent democrats, will be of much importance. 
There is every indica- 
tion that Indiana democrats will formally launch the campaign in 
most felicitous fashion. 


The possibility of a general railroad strike has set most of the 
larger cities to figuring on about how long they could subsist with the 
food supplies cut off through paralysis of transportation facilities, 
but the big cities would be by no means alone in the dire predicament. 
No community in all the country could escape annoyance if not abso- 
lute hardship and deprivation were the break to come. . 


And before we begin quarreling over where that federal fund to 
aid good road building in Indiana is going to go, let's be certain we're 
going to get it. 


Mr. Wilcox, the republican chairman, claims twenty-five states 
aa certain to go for Hughes, but it will be noted that Mr. Willcox's 
nerve failed him just before he put Indiana in the list.

In Six Episodes, 
The pageant is in six episodes, as fol- 
lows : 


Episode One—The Spirit of the Dunes 
with the other spirits are seen before 
man has ever appeared, and the com- 
pany of spirits are startled by the shoot- 
ing of an arrow by an Indian, who soon 
arrives on the scene followed by a num- 
ber of Indians, Not long after their ar- 
rival two of the early French trappers ' 
come to barter with the Indians, Their 
trading with the Indians is interrupted ' 
by the canoe of Father Marqiiette land-' 
ing on the shore and the preaching of the 
first sermon to these Indians.

Episode Four—The Spirit of the Dunes 
is much distressed at the beginning of 
this episode, for the history of the 
progress of prison reform is shown in 
this episode in symbolic form. Justice, 
punishment, mercy and reformation are 
represented by symbolic figures and the 
triumph of Reformation is shown by the 
march of two lines of prisoners across 
the stage.

The change of the char- 
acter of the population of the city is 
shown by various 
nationalities of the 
city of today being represented by their 
folk dances, 
closing with an American 
flag drill, the whole chorus and all the 
participants joining in singing "Ar.ier-

Chicago, Aug. 16.—The humble baked 
b?an may soon be a delicacy served on 
the table of the munition millionaire. 
Steak smothered in onions may be noth- 
ing but a fragrant memory. 


Big dill pickles, once purchaseable at 
the corner 
delicatessen 
store for a 
penny each, will come in the same class 
with diamond back terrapin, champagnc 
and lobster. 
Head lettuce may take a 
place side by side with hothouse grapes 
from London. 


This is the picture which confronts 
the distressed householder now 
strug- 
gling under the burden of domestic ex- 
penses through the failure of the sea- 
son's vegetable crop. 
It will also be 
one of the problems to be discussed by 
the Vegetable Growers' Association of 
America, which will hold its annual con- 
vention at the Hotel La iSalle Sept. 26, 
27, 28 and 29. 
Prices in general have 
advanced from 200 to 60O per cent, and 
will go even higher in the future. 


No Profits to Grower. 


The most inexplicable phase of the 
situation, according to I^onard Vaughan, 
one of the oflicers of the association, 
and a member of the local 
program 
committee, is that the grower is not 
profiting by the soaring market. 
More 
gardeners and 
greenhouse 
men 
have 
gone into bankruptcy during the last 
year than ever before, he said. 


"One of the reasons for advancing 
prices is the scarcity of labor," he con- 
tinued. "but the major reason is tho 
general crop failure due to the dry sea- 
son. 
The pickle crop has suiTered from 
blight; oniona have been 
ruined 
by 
maggots and smut, while the Michigan 
bean crap is almost a total failure, as 
ia the potato crop. 
The extreme hot 
dry weather is responsible. 


"Vegetable growers 
of the 
United 
States are confronted with a serious 
problem of existence. 
While prices arc 
high, they have nothing to sell, and un- 
less something is done .shortly to im- 
prove tho general condition of the in- 
dustry hundreds will face financial de- 
struction."

BIG EVENT AT SHERIDAN. 


S MOST MURDEROUS 
BAniEOFALLT 


Associated Press Man in 
German Trenches Por- 
trays Struggle. 


German Trenches Opposite the Brit- 
ish Position at Gommercourt, on the 
Somme Front, Monday, Aug. 14 (Via 
Berlin and Sayville Wireless), Aug. 16. 
— (From a staff correspondent of the 
Associated Press.)—Halt a miilion Brit- 
ish have been engaged in the effort to 
break the German lines on the Somme 
front. Often, as in the fighting between 
Gommercourt and Heubetorn, the Brit- 
ish outumbered the Germans six to one. 
They have gained ground to a depth of 
three to five miles over a front of about 
eighteen miles, but nowhere have been 
able to break through. 


More than ever, death has become a 
commonplace thing in this most mur- 
derous battle of all times. 
The Ger- 
mans in the first line know that they 
probably will be killed if their positions 
are attacked. 
Trenches are 
virtually 
useless, for the heavy 
British 
shells 
widen them into broad channels, afford- 
ing no cover of any sort. The first liui- 
usually perishes. 


The advancing British foot troops arc 
no better off, because the Germans re- 
verse the process when part of their po- 
sitions have been captured. 
After the 
British artillery had levelled the Ger- 
man trenches the infantry rushes in, 
often to be thrown out again as soon as 
the British artillery ceases fire, which 
it has to do owing to the proximity of 
the opposing lines. 


The correspondent visited the entire 
front of the present offensive and every- 
where found from talks with Germans 
that they were more determined than 
ever to stand their ground. 
The men 
are in capital shape physrcally and of 
easy mind, although thev are looking 
upon death at each instant. 
There is no 
safety anywhere in the zone behind the 
front. 
What the artillery 
does 
not 
reach is exposed 
constantly 
to 
the 
bombs of aviators. While the correspon- 
dent was at Bukny eight civilians were 
killed. 
Eighteen others were woimded, 
of whom four died in the German hos- 
pital the same day. 
At Cambrai four 
persons were killed and two were wound- 
ed on the same night. 
A French civil- 
ian pointed out that while the German 
soldiers have bomb proofs in which to 
seek- refuge, the civilians 
have 
only 
cellars. He begged that this be brought 
to the attention of the British authori- 
ties.

Will Not Oppose Any Coun- 
cil Measure He Thinks 
is Just.

He 
will not oppose any traffic regulation 
made out by the council so long as it 
does not work a hardship on taxi men, 
he states. 


"I have been asked to express my 
ideas in a jitney ordinance of my own,"

"I will not frame 
a law of my own liking, for that is not 
my place. 
The council had a very good 
code made out the last time with the 
exception of the bonding phase. 
That 
was unjust. It would have put the jit- 
ney men out of business. 


"I mean to protect the jitneys as I 
started in to do, I am not against the 
council. I think they mean to do right. 
I do not believe they want to ruin the 
jitney business, which has been the sal- 
vation of many of our people. living in 
the out districts where the street car 
company refuses to run lines. 


"I am standing for service—service 
to the public. 
In a measure the jitneys 
are giving service. 
The street car peo- 
ple have not offered to make an exten- 
sion of their lines in fifteen years. They 
have turned a deaf ear to all our plead- 
ings. 
They would rather a workingman 
walk eight squares to catch one of their 
cars to ride across town than to accom- 
modate him and his neighbors by length- 
ening their line. 
Their motto is greed 
and not service. I do not want to help 
them in it by killing their only compe- 
tition."

OBITUARY. 


(From the Glassworker, 
Pittsburg.) 
J. Evans Lippincott, 
president and 
treasurer of the Lippincott Glass Co., 
Alexandria, Ind., died last Monday, July 
31, at midnight, at Cambridge Springs, 
Pa. 
Mr. Lippincott had been suffering 
for some time from kidney disease and 
kindred complications, and had gone to 
Cambridge Springs in hope of relief, 


Mr. lappincott was bom in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, about 65 years ago. When nat- 
ural gas was discovered in Findlay, 
Ohio, he went there and engaged in the 
manufacture of glass chimneys, going to 
Alexandria in 1891 and establishing the 
Lippincott Glass company. 


At the time of his death, besidM 
ing the principal owner of the Lippin- 
cott Glass company, he was president of 
the Banner Rock Products company, of 
Alexandria, and was extensively inter- 
ested in Cbicinnati real estate.
